Independent. Rev. Hanson stated thaf 
he was afraid this was In a measure 
true.. .

He declared that women now seem to 
think It a sign of weakness on tehlr 
part to accept kindness. He referred 
to two extremes qf life, business and 
religious extremes. 
Business life at 


the present, he declared, In becoming 
BO intense that we are forgetting the 
little courtesies which were known not 
so very many years ago. 
Because of selfishness on the part 


of men, Rev. Hanson declared many of 
the cities of the United States are at 
present unclean. 
He added, that In 
order to correct the uncleanllness of a 
elf It li first necessary to correct the 
UncleahUneas 
of Individuals, and he 


argued that this might be done at the 
polls, but men are too busy now to 
take advantage of this right given 


"Some people couldn't be happy in 


' »ny place but hell," he concluded, "be- 
cause their souls have become so shriv- 
elled."

The Mineral King Fruit Company of 
Vlsalla owns two interesting trees with 
measurements as follows: Olobulus, 16 
years old, height 130' feet, 44 inches in 
diameter one foot above the ground, 
and 37 Inches three teet above th? 
ground; a tereticcmls, 16 years old, 
height 160 feet, 36 inches in diameter 
one foot above the ground. 32 Inches in 
diameter three feet above the ground: 
both trees located tour miles east of 
Vinlla. 
L. E. Smith of Orange owns a Clob- 
ulus growing one mile west of the Orv 
range post office, 120 feet high, meas- 
uring In circumference 24 feet, two feet 
above tho kase and 30 feet at the base. 
Thn tree Is first growth, Is 35 years 
ul<t »nd is estimated to contain twenty 
cordE of wood. 
Mi» Bessie Gibblns of Pasadena 
writes of a Olobulus 30 years old which 
in 123 feet high, circumference 17 feet, 
two feet above the base.
